The kiln at Tenth and Franklin is
about 6 :cet in length and about 5
feet 1! inches in width, these b»ag
the outer measurements. The kiln is
almost 1r/id with fire brick and ot
er inaterial, so constructed that it
possesses a minimom of radiant pow-
er. In the center of the kila is the
little oven perhaps a couple of iee
long and nct mmeh over a foot fu
width, ind it is in this where the clay
burning is done The heat from t'e
oil is passed and asccomulated in the
kiln because of the fact that he 3
ul, thick walls permit of very little
loss, and -thos it is that the enormous
height «f 2,500 or 3000 degrees Fasur-
enheit may be attained.
